NAME 

The name of the corporation is CVI Technology, Inc. (the "Corporation").

\J PURPOSE 

Q The purpose of the Corporation is to engage in any lawful act or activity for which corporations 

Nl may be organized under the NRS.

Q ARTICLE IV 

m SHARES OF STOCK 

Q SECTION 4.1. CAPITAL STOCK. The Corporation is authorized to issue forty million 

C3 (40,000,000) shares of common stock, $.001 par value ("Common Stock"), and ten million (10,000,000) 

M- shares of preferred stock, $.001 par value ("Preferred Stock"). Common Stock and Preferred Stock may 
be issued from time to time without action by the stockholders. Common Stock and Preferred Stock may 
be issued for such consideration as may be fixed from time to time by the Board of Directors. 



SECTION 4.2. COMMON STOCK. The shares of authorized Common Stock of the 
Corporation shall be identical in all respects and shall have equal rights and privileges. 

SECTION 4.3. PREFERRED STOCK. The Board of Directors shall have authority to issue the 
shares of Preferred Stock from time to time on such terms as it may determine, and to divide the Preferred 
Stock into one or more series and in connection with the creation of any such series to fix by the 
resolution or resolutions providing for the issue of shares thereof the voting powers, full or limited, or no 
voting powers, the designations, powers and relative, participating, optional, or other special rights of 
such series, and qualifications, limitations, or restrictions thereof, to the full extent now or hereafter 
permitted by law. 

SECTION 4.4. VOTING POWER FOR HOLDERS OF COMMON STOCK AND 
PREFERRED STOCK. Except as otherwise provided in these Articles of Incorporation, each holder of 
Common Stock shall be entitled to one vote for each share of Common Stock held by him or her on all 




matters submitted to stockholders for a vote and each holder of any series of Preferred Stock shall have 
no voting rights, either general or specific, of any kind whatsoever except to the extent expressly so 
provided by the Board of Directors pursuant to Section 4.3 hereof. 

ARTICLE V 
DIRECTORS 

The business and affairs of the Corporation shall be managed by or under the direction of the 
Board of Directors, which consist of not less than one (1) and no more than ten (10) directors. Provided 
that the Corporation has at least one director, the number of directors may at any time or times be 
increased or decreased as provided in the bylaws. 

ARTICLE VI 
BYLAWS 



The Board of Directors shall have power to make, alter, amfcnd and repeal the bylaws of the 
Corporation. Any bylaws made by the Board of Directors under the powers conferred hereby may be 
altered, amended or repealed by a majority vote of the entire Board of Directors or by a two-thirds vote of 
all of the stock issued and outstanding at any annual or special meeting of stockholders, provided that 
notice of intention to amend shall have been contained in the notice for such meeting.

S or modification of this article by the stockholders of the Corporation shall be prospective only, and shall 

F? not adversely affect any limitation on the personal liability of a director or officer of the Corporation for 

t- acts or omissions prior to such repeal or modification.

K INDEMNITY 

Every person who was or is a party to, or is threatened to be made a party to, or is involved in any 
action, suit or proceeding, whether civil, criminal, , administrative or investigative, by reason of the fact 
that he, or a person of whom he is the legal representative, is or was a director or officer of the 
Corporation, or is or was serving at the request of the Corporation as a director or officer of another 
corporation, or as its representative in a partnership, joint venture trust or other enterprise, shall be 
indemnified and held harmless to the fullest extent legally permissible under the laws of the State of 
Nevada from time to time against all expenses, liability and loss (including attorneys fees, judgments, 
fines and amounts paid or to be paid in settlement) reasonably incurred or suffered by him in connection 
therewith Such right of indemnification shall be a contract right which may be enforced in any manner 
desired by such person. The expenses of directors and officers incurred in defending a civil or cnmina 
action, suit or proceeding must be paid by the Corporation as they are incurred and in advance of the : fina 
disposition of the action suit or proceeding, upon receipt of an undertaking by or on behalf of *edirector 
or officer to repay the amount if it is ultimately determined by a court of competent jurisdiction that he is 
not entitled to be indemnified by the Corporation. Such right of indemnification shall not be exclusive oi 
any other right which such directors, officers or representatives may have or hereafter acquire, ana
